Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant indicated that although levels of lactic acid alone have 
been used up to 1 5%, that it was unexpected to combine iodophor and lactic acid at the claimed levels because of the 
irritancy of each alone. Examiner indicated that based on the record as a whole the fact that the two components alone 
may be irritating did not appear sufficient to overcome the prima facie case of obviousness. Examiner indicated that it 
could not be concluded based on the entirety of the disclosure in Kross that the explicitly disclosed end points of the 
ranges in Kross are maximum amounts. Examiner indicated that Kross teaches compositions which contain the 
combination of iodophor and lactic acid and that the explicitly disclosed ranges overlap Applicant's minimum of 5% 
lactic acid and that it would be obvious to use greater amounts based on desired antimicrobial activity and buffering 
characteristics of the lactic acid. Examiner further indicated that amounts of iodophor greater than 2% are suggested 
by Kross since Kross discloses that the teat dip compositions can contain 2% iodine, where the iodine is present in the 
compositions in the form of an iodophor. Examiner indicated that Kross discloses an embodiment in which the 
surfactant in the teat dip composition is the same as the carrier in the iodophor in said teat dip composition. Examiner 
indicated that any evidence presented by Applicant to overcome the prior art rejection, including use of references 
and/or comparative data, showing for example, criticality of amounts or unexpectedness of reduction in irritation, would 
be considered-for example, showing unexpected reduction in irritation with the combination of iodophor and lactic acid 
in a representative embodiment of the claimed invention or showing that the claimed levels of lactic acid would result in 
unacceptable levels of polymer film instability in a prior art composition. 
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
